LOCAL SHOOTING SEASON 
TO OPEN SAT., SEPTEMBER 
14TH; DUCKS AND GEESE 


W. H. Wallace, Alberta 
Game Cimmissioner has 


that there are three zones in Alberta | 
this year, each with a different open- 
ing date. In the Carbon area the sea- 
son opens on September 14 and closes 
on November 13th, This 1s considered 
by local sportsmen to be the logical 
opening date, and mects with their ap- 
proval. 

The three zones established for the 
shooting of ducks, geese, rails, coots 
and Wilson snipe are as follows: 

First zone is north of the Athabasca 
and Clearwater rivers, where the sea- 
son will be open from September 7 to 
November 7, inclusive, 

The second zone is that area south 
of the Athabasca and Clearwater riv- 
ers and extending southward to the 
main Canadian Pacific railways line 
through Calgary, Strathmore, Medicine 
Hat and Walsh, In this zone the season 
will be open from September 14 to 
November 13, inclusive. 

The third zone takes in the area 
south of the C.P.R. main line. In it the 
season will be open from October 1 to 
November 30, inclusive. 

The bag limit for ducks is 12 in one 
day or 100 for the season, while no 
one shall have in his possession more 
than 36 ducks at any time. 

For geese, the bag limit is five a 
day or 25 for the season. 

The open season for Hungarian part- 


wider area, Formerly the north bound- 
ary was the North Saskatchewan river, 
Shooting of these birds will now he 
permitted as far north as the Athabas- 
ca and Clearwater rivers. In the open 
area, the season will be open from Oc- 
tober 1 to November 30, inclusive, The 
bag limit is 10 a day or 150 for the 
season, 
BIG GAME SEASONS 

Regulations have also heen passed 
dealing with big game stooting. The 
season for male deer and moose will 
be open from November 1 to December 
14, while that for bear is from Sept- 
ember 2 to June 14, next, 

Caribou may be shot from November 
1 to December 14, and Elk from Oct- 
ober 1 to December 14 or 31, depend- 
ing on the Elk area. The season for 
mountain sheep and goat will be onen 
from September 2 to October 31, The 
season for antelope will be opened enly 
if conditions warrant, 


THE WORLD OF WHEAT 
REVIEWED WEEKLY BY 
MAJOR H.G.L. STRANGE 


Many farmers have large plots or 
small fields of one of the new superior 
varieties of wheat, or oats, or barley, 
that have recently been made available 
by plant breeders. Every farmer de- 
sires, of course, to produce seed from 
these plots in as pure a state as pos- 
sible, to be available for next year's 
seeding. Here are a few hints which 
are used by professional seed growers 
in handling small plots, 

Before cutting the crop, clean the 
binder thoroughly, remove the canvas- 
ses and pick out heads of wheat and 
odd kernels from crevices and gears. 
The men who harvest the plot should 
clean out their pockets and the cufts 
of their trousers to be sure that no 
odd kernels will fall on the plot. The 
horses hoofs, too, should be cleaned 
out, 

The bundles from the plot should not 
be permitted to drop on an adjoining 
field; they should be stooked on their 
own stubble, with a good sized clear 
space left between the seed plot and 
the main field, The stooks harvested 
from the seed plot should be well cap- 
ped,

CANNOT TIE UP RAILWAY CARS 


Canadian railways will not permit 
grain cars to be tied up with grain 
that cannot be delivered to terminals 
during the coming autumn and winter. 
Last season thousands of cars were 
side tracked at terminal points with 
undeliverable grain due to the conges- 
tion. The requirements of Canada’s 
war effort make such a condition high- 
ly undesirable, and the railways have 
been instructed to follow a different

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Can Deliver 5 Bushels 
Per Acre of Each Grain 


The Canadian Wheat Board announc- 
ed last week the plans for the regula- 
tion of grain deliveries made necessary 
by elevator congestion and car short- 
age. 

The plan adopted is designed to give 
all producers, as far as possible, their 
equitable share of all the storage space 
that is available. If regulations are not 
made and enforced, it is clear that in 
the rush of deliveries, some farmers 
crop while 


The first delivery quotas permitted 
by the Board will be 5 bushels of 
wheat per seeded acre, ‘These quotas 
are not inter-changeable, that is, from 
a farm there may be delivered five bu- 
shels per acre of wheat, five of oats 
and five of barley, but there «annot 
be substitutions of wheat for oats, or 
barley for oats, etc. These initial quo- 
tas are to be generally applied over 
the three provinces, but adjustments 
by districts may be made by the Board 
from time to time, The Board does not 
guarantee that there will be immediate 
space in the country for acceptance of 
these quotas, but is confident that if 
farmers will co-operate, they will each 
get a fair share of their crops into 
market. 

The first quotas are patterned to fill 
the available storage space in Canada. 
As additional storage space becomes 
available through exports or consump- 
tion, the quotas will be extended. 

The intention of the Board is to is- 
sue individual farm permits through 
the clevator companies and grain deal- 
ers and these ure to become valid when 
the farmer has made a statutory de- 
claration before his Municipal Secre- 
tary or Justice of the Peace. In this 
declaration, the farmer will legally de- 
scribe his farm boundaries, state his 
seeded acreage of wheat, oats and 
barley and agree with the Board to 
comply with the Act and the regula- 
ions made thereunder. Each delivery 
made by the producer must be record- 
ed in the permit book. These will be 
made available in the country as soon 
as humanly possible. There will be a 
careful watch for those who exceed 
the quotas, 

Severe penalties have been prescrib- 
ed for infractions of the Act and regu- 
lations. The Board will have its in- 
spectors in the country checking acre- 
age reported and the deliveries. 

The regulations provide that only 
one permit book shall be” issued for 
each farm and that all deliveries from 
such farm shall be 
book. The producer actually carrying 
on the farming operations shall have 
the prior right to possession of the 
permit, although the matter of priority 
of delivery is one to be decided by the 
various parties entitled to the proceeds | 
of the farm, 

There will be no restrictions placed 
on the delivery of rye and flaxseed.

threshed in a condition fit for storage. 
In past years it has been possible to

processed to reduce the moisture con- 
tent, thus avoiding deterioration, With 
the shortage of elevator storage space 
now in prospect, both in country and 
terminal elevators, it will be impos- | 


sible to obtain the space necessary to | 


process tough or damp grain. | would 
therefore urge that farmers protect 
themselves against financial loss, and 
assist in conserving storage pace by 
delaying their cutting until their crops

The deputy registrars at Carbon 
have worked out a zoning system for 
the local unit so as to avoid any con- 
jestion when registering. This plan as 
suggested is that all persons south of 
the Knee Hill Creek register the first 
day, Monday, August 19th, Those west 
of the highway should register in the 
morning, while pe east of the 
highway should come in during the af- 
terneon, 

All registrants north of the creek 
are requested to register on the sce- 
ond day, August 20th, while residents 
of the Village of Carbon and vicinity 
should wait till the third day, Wednes- 
day, August 21st, before registering.

On a number of occasions during 
the last two months the papers have 
carried announcements that Cana- 
dians in the R.A.F. have been re- 
ported missing. The fact that cer- 
tain of our men are missing 1s im- 
mediately conveyed to the Prisoners 
of War Department of the Red Cross 
which has a competent staff to as- 
certain the whereabouts of these 
men if living. Days or weeks, and in 
the last war even months, must pasa 
before a missing soldier may be 
found. The agony of suspense suf- 
fered by the families of the filers 
during this period of waiting and 
their joy of learning that they have 
been found, can only be known by 
those who have passed through such 
an experience.

According to the Geneva Conven- 
tions, all belligerents must register 
with the Red Cross Headquarters at 
Geneva all prisoners of war taken 
by them. These names are exchanged 
so that each belligerent knows just 
where its prisoners are located. But 
you will say this is not a great sat- 
isfaction to us when we know that 
people are already re- 
duced to a very meagre diet which 
we are trying to reduce to starvation 
It cannot be much relief for relatives 
to know that our flyers are being 
starved in Germany. Here again the 
answer is, the Red Cross.

Antidote May Be Found 


Combat Menace Of German 
E-Boats In English Channel 

An effective antidote to the swift 
motor torpedo boats which Germany 
is using against British shipping will 
be found and “we may already have 
found it,’ a naval officer declared. 

The boats constitute a “menace” 
with a high nuisance value, the officer 
said, but asserted that the Germans 
must have been disappointed with 
the results achieved. 

Just what the reported antidote is, 
he did not disclose. 

The officer said the German boats 
ranged from 90 to 130 feet in length 
and weighed from 50 to 90 tons. 
They have a speed of 30 to 40 knots, 
he said, and a “healthy” endurance, 
which he estimated averaged about 
600 miles. 

In addition to torpedoes they carry 
heavy automatic guns probably fir- 
ing a 14-inch shell, the officer

Botanists are not agreed as to the 
total number of species in the rose 
genus, The majority recognize over 
100 species, yet some contend that 
there are up to 4,266 species in 
Europe and Western Asia alone! The 
American Rose Society lists 3,414 
varieties that were not listed 25 
years ago—-an annual average of 155 
listings.

Golden text: The Lord is my shep- 
herd; I shall not want. Psalm 23:1. 

Lesson: Psalm 23, 

Devotional reading: Psalm 34:1-8. 


Explanations and. Comments 


Psalm Twenty-three, The spiritual | 


interpretation of this psalm requires 
no explanation, other than an ability 
to visualize the Eastern scenes on 
which are so beautifully based 
thoughts of God who cares for his 
people. It is the shepherd psalm, 
the psalm of the eastern shepherd 
whose work is wholly different from 
that of the western shepherd. In the 
first place, h’s pastures have little in 
common with ours. Dr. George Adam 
Smih describes the differences: 

“A Syrian pasture is very different 
from the narrow meadows and fenc- 
ed hillsides with which we are famil- 
It is vast, and often virtually 
boundless, By far the greater part 
of it is desert—that is, land not ab- 
solutely barren, but refreshed by rain 
for only a few months, and through 
the rest of the year abandoned to the 
pitiless sun that sucks all life from 
the soil. The landscape is nearly all 
glare; monotonous levels or low 
ranges of hillocks, with as little char- 
acter upon them as the waves of the 
sea, and shimmering in mirage under 
a cloudless heaven. On such a wild- 
erness, it is evident that the person 
and character of the shepherd must 
mean a great deal more to the sheep 
than they can possibly mean in this 
country. With us, sheep left to them- 
selves may be seen any day—in a 
field or on a_ hillside with a far- 
travelling fence to keep them from 
Straying. But I do not remember 
ever to have seen in the East a flock 
of sheep without a shepherd.

MILK FOR HEALTH 


The elements necessary to the 
growth, repair and health of the hu- 
man body are proteins, mine 
carbohydrates and vitamins, writes 
Dr. E. W. McHenry, in an article on 


nutrition in the current issue of 
“Health,” organ of the Health 
League of Canada. 

Milk provides some variety or 


other of all of these requirements, 
Dr. McHenry states, pointing out 
that milk is exceptionally rich in cal- 
cium, and this is of the greatest im- 
portance to infants and children be- 
cause it helps to form sound, strong 
bones and teeth. 

Milk not only is a rich source of 
vitamin A, but supplies the best por- 
tein, one of that is especially helpful 
to growth, the article continues. And, 
too, milk supplies two more ex:el- 
lent and essential foods, cheese and 
butter. Cheese contains calcium in 
the proportion of one quarter of a 
pound to a quart of milk. 

Eggs are an indispensable item of 
diet, the article asserts. They furn- 
ish protein, fat and vitamins and also 
the iron which the body must hay 

“The mother who can supply her

little about the health of her brood,” 
Dr. McHenry states. “She has al- 
ready provided most of the essen- 
tials of nutritious diet, and her chief 
concern will be variety 
tion.
